Defendants UMG Recordings, Iqc. and Atlantic Recording Corporation wish to direct the 
Court's attention to the attached decision recently issued by the United States District Court for 
the Central District of Cahfomia. (Zella v. E. W. Scripps Co., CD. Cal, No. 06-7055 ABC, Dec. 
18, 2007). In it, the court granted the defendants' motion to dismiss, prior to discovery, ruling 
that no reasonable jury could conclude that the allegedly-infringing work was substantially 
similar to any protectable elements of the plaintiffs work. This decision, and the cases cited 
therein, provide further support for Defendants' pending Memorandum of Law Regarding the 
Appropriateness of Summary Judgment on the Issue of Substantial Similarity (filed June 29, 
2007), in which Defendants have provided the reasons why it would be appropriate for this Court 
to entertain summary judgment motions on the issue of substantial similarity without conducting 
discovery.
